Biggest mass layoff because of 
the strike was at the Post Office, 
where 5000 temporary employes | 
who had been hired to handle the 
anticipated flood of Christmas 
mail were sent home. In addition, 
the Post Office canceled the hir- 
ing of 400 extra trucks which 
were to be used to deliver Christ- 
mas packages. i. 

At the General Motors Co. 
Chevrolet assembly plant, 1500 
production workers on the pas- 
senger automobile assembly line 
were Jaid off because the freight 
tie-up deprived the plant of neces- 
sary parts. The company said 
about 1300 workers on the truck 
assembly line probably would not 
work after today. 

General Motors also shut down 
its Fisher Body Co. plant which 
serves the Chevrolet plant. Two 
thousand production workers on 
the day shift were laid off this 
morning and an additional 2000 
men employes on the night shift 
were directed late today not to 
report. 

Layoff Notices to 2000. 

The Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion, without yardmen for its vast 
freight car movements here, laid 
off 166 enginemen and firemen 

today because there was no 
switching work for them. In addi- 
tion, the company handed layoff 
notices to 2000 other employes not 
directly involved in the strike, to 
be effective Monday unless the 
walkout ends. 

The employes scheduled to be 
laid off Monday include about 
1000 mail handlers and car in- 
spectors, mechanics and yard 
clerks. Five hundred office work- 
ers are not affected.

A bill establishing a civilian 
defense organization to make 
preparation immediately for dis- 
aster and emergency relief work, 
was among a number of important 
measures passed today by the 
Board of Aldermen before it be- 
gan its Christmas recess. 

The measure confers emer- 
gency powers on a civilian de- 
fense director and authorizes cre- 
ation of a civilian defense council 
and a defense advisory commit- 
tee. Mayor Joseph M. Darst will 
serve as chairman of the advisory 
committee, and the civilian de- 
fense director will head the coun-. 
cil. 

The director, who will be ap- 
pointed by and responsible to the 
Mayor, is directed to meet with | 
the council after it is named to 
prepare a plan of action to pro- 
tect St. Louisans and their prop- 
erty “from enemy attack, sabo- 
tage or other hostile action.” 

Provision also is made for a 
training and instruction program 
to advise the city’s civilian popu- 
lation on defense against atomic 
and other weapons. A primary 
and one or more secondary con- 
trol centers will be set up for use 
as command posts in event of | 
emergencies. .

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP)— 
President Truman calls on Ameri- 
cans tonight to unite in greater 
sacrifices behind the critical ef- 
fort to build up the free world’s 
military might. 

The tempo of that effort was 
already being speeded up rapidly, 
but members of Congress and 
others were demanding definite 
manpower and production goals. 

To direct industrial mobiliza- 
tion, the Government has called 
in Charles E. Wilson, president 
of the General Electric Co., who 
said he will accept. Wilson will 
head a new central agency. 

Truman plans to outline the 
home front -sacrifices he thinks 
are necessary to meet the grave 
crisis of military defeats in Korea 
and the threat of new Communist 


' aggression elsewhere. 


On Air at 9:30 O'clock. 

(His address at 9:30 o’clock St. 
Louis time will be carried by 
radio and television over Post-

A declaration of national emer- 
gency—to speed up military con- 
tract letting and put the country 
nearer to a war basis—seemed 
certain either as a prelude or 
aftermath of the President’s 
speech.

Selection of Wilson as head of 
the Defense Production Adminis- 
tration carries out a program long 
advocated by W. Stuart Syming- 
ton of St.. Louis, chairman of the 
National Security Resources 
Board, and President Truman. 

Wilson will be the operating 
head of the industrial mobiliza- 
tion effort. Symington will be the 
pelicy maker. 

Wilson’s agency will pull to- 
gether into one organization the 
mobilization responsibilities which 
have been scattered through cx- 
isting government departments. 
Under that arrangement Syming- 
ton served as a sort of umpire 
when conflicts arose among the 
several agencies.

U.S. EMERGENCY 
ORDER A WAR STEP, 
SOVIET PRESS SAYS 


MOSCOW, Dec. 15 (AP)—The 
Soviet press today said a declar- 
ation of a state of emergency by 
President Truman would be “a 
new step toward war.” 

(President Truman is expected 
to announce in a radio broadcast 
tonight that he will proclaim a 
state of emergency.) 

The Communist party news- 
paper Pravda quoted the Wall 
Street Journal as saying the ef- 
fect of the declaration would be 
“the last step before war actions.” 

A Tass New York dispatch said 
the purpose of the proclamation 
would be to bolster Western Eu- 
rope with a sense of American 
power, despite “the shocking fail- 
ures of American interventionists 
in Korea.”

TELEVISION BUYERS 
COMPLAINING TO 
BUSINESS BUREAU 


Purchasers of television sets 
are complaining to the St. Louis 
Better Business Bureau about 
unsatisfactory operation of sets, 
difficulty in getting service and 
shortage of parts. 


There is a shortage of trained 


service personnel, but not all the 
blame can be placed on overload- 
ed service companies, the bureau 
stated today in its December 
bulletin. 

“There ‘seems to be no doubt 
that television has been ‘over- 
sold’ as to its performance under 
any or all conditions,” the bureau 
declared. “Claims and representa- 
tions by manufacturers, and re- 


tailers have probably ied the pub- 
lic to expect too much from any 
set anywhere under any condi- 
tions. 

“Television sets have been pro- 
moted as the best, superior to all 
others, and by all kinds of exag- 
gerated and superlative claims... 
so that the public would have a 
right to believe that television is 
a perfected art. It is not.” 

Most purchasers are pleased 
with their sets, the bureau ex- 
plained, but while those who are 
dissatisfied comprise only a small 
percentage of owners, “‘on a nu- 
merical basis their number is 
large and the manner in which 
their complaints are being han- 
dled (or not being handled) is 
building up a highly dissatisfied 
group of people.” 

Distributors, retailers and serv- 
ice companies have set up an ad- 
visory committee to co-operate 
with the bureau in coping with 
the problem.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16 (AP) — 
A three-man United Nations 
cease-fire committee today be- 
gan the search for ways to per- 
suade the Chinese Communists 
to end their war with battered 
United Nations forces in Korea. 

The committee met with Ernest 
A. Gross, who has been designat- 
ed to represent the United States 
in the truce negotiations. The 
meeting was arranged to get the 
States views before 
approaching the Chinese Commu- 
nist envoy, Gen. Wu Hsiu-chuan. 

The three-man committee has 
not yet arranged a meeting with 
Wu, informed quarters said. 

Might Go to Peiping. 

The first move came amid re- 
ports that the cease-fire group 
might send a representative to 
Peiping, if necessary. No decision 
has been taken on this question 
yet, however, it was said. 

Meanwhile, the 1950 session of 
the General Assembly wound up 
all business except the China- 
Korea problem. It recessed short- 
ly after noon, subject to call of 
the president. The delegates were 
told further meetings would be 
arranged as soon as the cease-fire 
committee had something to re- 
port. 

The Assembly had been jn ses- 
sion since Sept. 19. 

Later it was announced the As- 
sembly’s Political Committee 
would meet at Lake Success Mon- 
day. Russia has been pressing 
for action on its complaint of 
American aggression against For- 
mosa and the meeting was called 
at its request. Several nations

Korea Friday. night in a roar- 
ing battle aimed at annihi- 
lating the United States Tenth 
Corps. 

Two American platoons 
(possibly 80 to 100 men) were 
cut off in the initial attack 
during the day by about 2500 
Chinese, but gunfire in the no- 
man’s land area Friday night 
indicated they still fought on. 

A tank-led column had failed 
to rescue them. Instead, the tank- 
men had to fight off frenzied Chi- 
nese infantrymen who pried at 
the hatches with their hands. 

Reds Halt Briefly. 

After overrunning some aban- 
doned American outposts, the 
Reds pulled up briefly to build 
up for a large-scale assault on 
Chigyong, eight miles west of 
Hamhung. 

Correspondent Stan Swinton, 
with the United States Third Di- 
vision in the defense area, said 
the battle was raging late Friday 
night. 

The American lines were ready, 
Artillery and planes took heavy 
tolls of the massed.Chinese, but 
still the Reds came on into the 
blazing, flatlands near the sea— 
lit by the fires of demolitions. 

The beachhead was the last 
refuge for about 60,000 Ameri- 
cans and Allied troops who had 
been forced into retreat as a re- 
sult of the Chinese Red entry into 
the Korea war at the end of Oc- 
tober. 

Reds Estimated at 100,000. 

American staff officers in the 
northeast sector estimated the to- 
tal Red forces around the perim- 
eter at 11 Chinese divisions 
(about 100,000 men), but said 
three divisions totaling about 25.,- 
000 men constituted the assault 
force. 

After piecing together front 
line reports, the officers said to- 
day’s attack was made by the for- 
ward elements of a new Chinese 
division. They attacked on a one- 
mile front that the Third Division 
had thinly manned with outposts. 

The main body of the new Chi- 
nese divisions had not yet hit by 
tonight. 

Fires from bridge demolition 
squads turned the skies red over 
the northwestern frontier of the 
Hungnam perimeter. 

New Defense Positions. 

Tue bulk of Allied forces in the 
slimming beachhead southwest of 
Hungnam withdrew to new de- 
fense positions set up in depth to 
the seashore. 

In northwest Korea, a two-week 
lull on the Eighth Army’s front 
was expected to be broken soon 
by other Chinese hordes. A big 
Red troop movement on the 
Eighth Army’s right flank in cen- 
tral Korea northeast of Seoul was 
reported. 

Another dog fight in the air 
was waged by flashing jets in the 
extreme northwest corner of the 
peninsula. 

But the sustained assault by 
Chinese horsemen and infantry 
on the narrow Hamhung-Hung- 
nam sector in the northeast posed 
the immediate and serious threat, 

The Reds swarmed from snow- 
mantled foothills onto the flats at 
Sinsong, six miles southwest of 
Hamhung. They attacked in. pre-

~ Dewey’s address was delivered 
before 1000 guests of the New 
York County Lawyers Association 
at the Waldorf Astoria. His speech 


was made one night before Presi- | 


dent Truman’s scheduled addgess 
to the nation on the internatidnal 
crisis.

It is generally known that Bur- 
nett furnished scme information 
to an anti-gambling group which 
for almost a year has been seek- 
ing to obtain prosecution of city 
officials tolerant of gambling.

SALES DOWN FOR 


WEEK, UP FOR YEAR 


St. Louis department store sales 
for the week ended last Saturday 
dropped 6 per cent, on a ¢ollar 


volume basis, as compared to sales 
for the corresponding week last 
year, the Federal Reserve Bank 
of St. Louis reported today. The 
decline was attributed largely to 
adverse weather conditions. 

Sales during the four weeks 
ended last Saturday, however, 
were 2 per cent higher than those 
of the same period in 1949, and 
total 1950 department store sales 
in St. Louis up to last Saturday 
also were 2 per cent ahead of 1949 
sales for the corresponding period. 

Last week’s sales in the Eighth 
(St. Louis) Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict as a whole lagged 5 per cent 
behind those for the same week 
last year. Nationally, the week’s 
sales were up 2 per cent. 

The bank also reported that St. 
Louis department store sales in 
November were 5 per cent higher 


than those for the corresponding 
month a year ago. Last month’s 
sales showed a 17 per cent in- 
crease over October, or more 
than double the usual seasonal 
advance of 5 to 8 per cent.

agencies have been lax about 
routing such perverts out of Gov- 
ernment jobs. — 

The sub-committee reported 
that in general it found “the same 
shortcomings and deliquencies” in 
the handling of the problem 
among congressional employes as 
it did with respect to workers in 
the executive branch of the Gov- 


ernment, 

In a unanimous report to the 
Senate, an Expenditures sub-com- 
mittee headed by Senator Hoey 
(Dem.), North Carolina, singled 
out the State Department for 
particular criticism. That agency, 
the report declared, “mishandled” 
91 homosexual cases by allowing 
many of the employes to resign 
“for personal reasons” and failing 
to bar them from other federal 


jobs. 

“The lack of emotional stability 
which is found in most sex per- 
verts, and the weakness of their 
moral fiber, makes them suscept- 
ible to the blandishments of for- 
eign espionage agents,” the sub- 
committee said. 

It declared that Nazi and Com- 
munist agents have attempted to 
obtain information from federal 
employes “by threatening to ex- 
pose their abnormal sex activi- 


ties.” 
FBI Report Quoted. 

The committee quoted a report 
from the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation that Russian agents 
have orders to seek out any pri- 
vate-life weakness of United States 
Government and industrial offi- 
aor to lay them open to black- 


The full investigation was 
authorized by the Senate last June 
after a Senate subcommittee esti- 
mated there were about 3750 ho- 
mosexuals on the United States 
payroll in Washington. 
The subcommittee said it is 
impossible to determine accurate- 
ly how many sex perverts there 
are in government jobs. It said 
that a check of federal agencies 
showed that since Jan. 1, 1947, 
the armed services and civilian 
agencies have handled 4954 cases 
of sex perversion. 
Of that total, 4380 were mili- 
tary service cases and 574 in- 
volved civilian employes. 
The Government has roughly 
2,000,000 civilian employes. The 
armed forces’s exact size is se- 
cret, but they are building toward 
a goal of 2,771,000 by next June 
Thus the total number of cases 
handled in the period involved 
about one-tenth of 1 per cent of 
the total. 
The subcommittee noted that 
the armed services “traditionally 
have been aggressive in ferreting 
out and removing sex perverts 
from their ranks. 

More Rigid Lew Urged. 
The subcommittee recom- 
mended a tightening of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia laws and heavi- 
er penalties dealing with sex per- 
version, closer police liaison with 
federal agencies, thorough inquiry 
by the agencies into all reasonable 
complaints of sex perversion, 
strict enforcement of civil service 
regulations regarding hiring and 
firing of perverts, and establish- 
ment of a board of review. 
The report showed that 192 
cases were handled by civilian 
agencies from Jan. 1, 1947 to 
April 1, 1950, as compared with 
382 from April 1 to Nov. 1 of this 


year. 
Of the total of 574, the sub- 
committee said, 213 resigned, 207

Wilson re- 
signed his board post in August 
of 1944 and returned to General 
Electric.

The exceptions will be those 
deemed absolutely essential to 
their home communities by local 
bureaus of the President’s ad- 
visory commission. 

Doctors Can Be Drafted. 

This means that if these Gov- 
ernment-educated and deferred 
‘doctors do not volunteer and ob- 
‘tain commissions they will be in- 
| ducted by selective service. 

Those who volunteer before 
induction will draw $100 a month 
additional to their base pay and 
allowances. Those who wait for 
induction will have to go through 
the usual basic G.I. course, then 
apply for medical commissions— 
and they won't get the $100 
monthly incentive pay after be- 
ing commissioned. 

The Navy and Air Force have 
stopped accepting volunteers 
from this group in order to chan- 
nel them into the Army, which 
has the greatest need. The Army 
has borrowed 570 doctors from 
the Navy and 122 from the Air 
Force and is still short of re- 
quirements. 

Volunteers plus the return to 
duty of reserve medical officers 
was permitting the Army to begin 
returning the borrowed men up 
to recently. Now, with added 
needs due to the Korean war 
reverses and the doubled draft 
calls for January and February, 
the Army has to hold its bor- 
rowed doctors until new ones can 
be obtained. 

About 14,000 doctors regis- 
tered Oct. 16 when all those who 
obtained their education at gov- 
ernment expense or were de- 
ferred for medical education reas- 
ons during the war were to visit 
their draft boards. 

There was to have been a 
first call on Nov. 15 under selec- 
tive service but this was delayed 
indefinitely to permit volunteer- 
ing on the incentive pay basis. 
Selective service officers said to- 
day they have not been advised 
when inducting of doctors in this 
category is to begin. 

Many More Needed. 

It was made clear at the 
Pentagon, however, that with the 
G.I, draft going up the next two 
months and the probability of the 
armed forces going over the 
3,000,000 officers and men now 
authorized, many more medical 
officers will be needed. 

Reports that the four National 
Guard divisions now in federal 
training will be sent to Europe 
next year, and that more guard 
divisions will be federalized, will 
add to-Army needs. So will each 
draft call as it comes up. There 
are unverified reports that the 
armed forces will be up to 5,000,- 
000 officers and men by the end 
of 1951. 

Yet to be settled is the pro- 
portion of medical officers to be 
assigned to all services. The Navy 
got along well with an average of 
3.5 medical officers per 1000 men 
during the last-war for its sea, 
land and air forces and marines. 

The Army had an average of 
six doctors per thousand men and 
wants that many now. 

Dr. Richard L. Meiling, director 
of Defense Department medical 
services, believes the figure 
should be held near that of the 
Navy ratio in order to avoid strip- 
ping civilian communities as they 
go into war production indus- 
trially. 

Casualty Replacement. 

Thus every 1000 men called up 
will require at least 3.5 doctors 
to say nothing of replacement of

None of these three soldiers 
believed the rumors. But such une 
corroborated tidings of hope or 
dismay are bad for the morale of 
the Army. And they havent 
helped the morale of the U.N, 
troops here. 

A highly placed intelligence 
field officer just back from the 
front said: “The poor men don't 
know right now what they are 
going to be expected to do. We've 
had one foot on the boat going 
home 37 times, and yet we may 
have to go back and start every- 
thing all over again.

» When and if the United States enters 
into talk: to bring about a negotiated 
settlement of the Korean affair, it is 
to be heped that our diplomats will 
show that they have learned at least one 
lesson from their previous exchanges 
with Communist officials. Surely the 
most important lesson, briefly stated, is 
that we should not make concrete and 
irrevocable concessions in return for 
vague benefits subject to withdrawal at 
the opponent’s option.

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Where Are the Soldiers? 


« - Universal military training is almost certain 


to be an issue before the next Congress, at a 
time when the armed forces are struggling to 
put more men in military service. There is a 
difference between universal training and mili- 
tary service, and in the present defense crisis 
the distinction must be considered. 

Postwar universal training plans were in- 
tended to provide a long-range reserve force, 
and the Post-Dispatch supported UMT for that 
reason. Recently the Association of American 
Universities announced support of UMT, and 
President Truman is expected to include a train- 
ing plan in his message to Congress. 

But the original Administration UMT proposal 
was devised at a time when our armed forces 
were planned to include only 1,750,000 men and 
actually were far below that. The Defense De- 
partment says the United States now requires a 
standing force of 2,500,000 to 3,500,000 men. 

Korea has proved that the nation needs thou- 
sands of soldiers quickly. U alone would 
not supply that need. Selective Service remains 
the first reliance, and draft quotas are being in- 
creased. The very immediacy of the demand for 
combat forces’ raises important questions about 
UMT. 

Would a universal training program divorce 
badly needed officers from the Army to train a 
civilian reserve? Defense officials think this 
objection, could be overcome by using junior 
officers from college cadet corps for training. 

In that case, would UMT prepare its trainees 
for the hardships of combat? Original UMT 
plans would leave trainees largely under civilian 
control, distinctly separate from the armed 
forces. Moreover, such elementary training 
techniques as bayonet practice and infiltration 
courses were to be eliminated. Hanson Baldwin, 
The New York Times’ military analyst, fears 
that such training might result in “military hy- 
brids—soldiers and yet not soldiers.” 

In short, the immediate requirement is troops. 
Congress and defense leaders will have to con- 
sider whether the nation can afford both troops 
and civilian training at this time. 

President James B. Conant of Harvard Uni- 
versity recently proposed a substitute for UMT. 

He would enroll all able 18-year-olds directly 
in the armed forces for two years. This would 
provide troops at once and a reserve later. Prob- 
ably his universal service plan would interfere 
less with the education and employment of 
young men than an arbitrary draft at later ages. 

When Congress debates the question of mili- 
tary manpower, the Conant plan will merit 

comparison with other proposals for universal 
training or service. For the conditions that 
justified peacetime civilian training have 
changed, along with the conditions of peace. 
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Past and Future in a Strike 


The railroad yardmen’s strike is an echo of 
the past complicated by anticipation of the 
future. | 

Since early in World War II, the railroad 
unions have been able to improve the terms they 
obtained from mediation boards by provoking 
Government seizure. It was for just such a 
bonus that the trainmen provoked seizure by 
a strike threat last August. The board had 
granted them a 40-hour week, to which they are 
clearly entitled, but awarded only 18 cents of 
their demanded 3l-cent wage increase. The 
trainmen thought they could do better under 
Government seizure, and precedent in other rail- 
road disputes gave them every reason to think so. 

The complicating factor was the ‘approach of 
price-wage controls. With the Government em- 
powered to establish a price-wage stabilization 
policy and constantly on the verge of doing so, 
the railroads had every incentive to postpone a 
settlement on the “something extra” formula. 
They could stand on the mediation board’s 
recommendation and let time take care of the 
rest. For the same reason, the trainmen were 
under pressure to get a settlement before stabili- 
zation became a fact. 

The strike must be ended at once. The nation 
cannot afford a prolonged tie-up of railroad ter- 
minals at this hour. Whether the union’s 
inability to control its members is real or simu- 
lated, it is everybody's job to get the railroads 
running again. Meanwhile, those in authority 
should ponder the fact that the Railway Labor 
Act has ceased to perform well its function of 
settling labor disputes, and the fact that post- 
ponement of price-wage stabilization is an invi- 
tation to other strikes like this one. 
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¥” U.N.’s Duty to the Koreans 


As one tragedy is being averted in Korea by 
the evacuation of United Nations troops from 
Hungnam, another tragedy is building toward its 
climax. 

That is the tragedy of fhe Korean civilians 
left to face the fellow-Koreans who have become 
their worst enemies—the Communist political 
commissars, torturers and murderers. 

All the Koreans who have approved the 
United Nations action in their country, all the 
Koreans who dealt with the United Nations 
troops or had anything to do with them, now 
live in terrible fear of their lives. 

Millions of civilians have seen how blood- 
thirstily the Korean Communist commissars can 
hate. They have seen men, women and children 
shot, bayoneted, beaten to death with rubber 
hoses and ax handles, their throats slashed with 
knives, their heads split with axes, burned to 
death, buried alive, dumped with a final brutish- 
ness into a common grave. It is feared that the 
commissars’ hatred will be more violent than 
before, now that they return from defeat to 
reprisal. 

Desperate Koreans are in flight, sometimes 
whole villages on the march, sometimes a col- 
umn of 500,000 stretching through 25 miles of 
mountain passes. Of the 9,000,000 population in 
the North, estimates of those in flight run ffom 
6,000,000 to 8,000,000. Among the 21,000,000 
in the South “the collar of fear is tightening,” 
Charlies Grutzner of the New York Times 
reports. 

The burden under which U.N. has come to 
labor in the Far East is heavy, but it does not 
prevent constructive action from being taken 
still. This course, dictated by humanitarianism, 
will also rebuild prestige and good-will for U.N. 
among the perplexed peoples of Asia. 

Hunger, cold and disease are the spectres that 
haunt Korea today. Commtnist China could not 
cope with them if it would; it cannot feed its 
own people. Red Russia would not if it could; 
it has been robbing food from starving Chinese. 
The United Nations alone can do it; 39 of its 
member nations had pledged money, food and 
medical supplies before the Chinese interven- 
tion, for organized relief and rehabilitation. 

For U.N. to exhaust every recourse to bring 
humanitarian succor to the Korean people still, 
despite the Chinese intervention, is even more 

than when these plans were first 
drawn. ‘The U.N. must press for relief and re- 


habilitation under a U.N. commission. If the 
Chinese, Korean and Russian Communists refuse 
to go along with a reasonable proffer of. assist- 
ance, the Asiatic peoples can then judge on the 
plainest evidence the case between the Commu- 
nist Nations and the United Nations in Korea. 
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Action Louder Than Words 


Under sharp criticism for the scant attention 
originally given to the report of its Citizens Ad- 
visory Committee, the Board of Education now 
has moved both to placate the committee and to 
affront it. } 

On the one hand, the board authorized its 
committee on economic needs to make a more 
complete study of the reforms recommended by 
the Citizens Committee. On the other, it ig- 
nored one of the more urgent recommendations 
by appointing A. K. Nushan to a third term as 
Supply Commissioner, a job which the Citizens 
Committee would have abolished. 

The question now is: Which decision truly re- 
flects the school board’s attitude toward reform? 

Further study of the proposed changes was 
virtually forced on the board when H. M. Stolar 
resigned as chairman of the economic needs 
committee, thus galling public attention to its 
coolness toward the reforms. The board is now 
seeking to correct this bad impression with the 
selection of Oscar A. Ehrhardt, .one of the 
board’s most able members, to replace Stolar. 

Of course, this could be mere stalling. The 
test will be the extent to which the Ehrhardt 
committee takes up the reforms, and the extent 
to which these eventually are put in force. 

The voters of St. Louis could have been much 
more sure of the board’s intentions had it taken 
advantage of its first opportunity to move as far 
toward the establishment of the unit system as 
the law permits. In part, this could have been 
done by merging the functions of the Supply 
Commissioner in a new, over-all business man- 
agement set-up. 

Instead, the board chose to confirm Mr. 
Nushan in his $11,000 job for another four years. 
Having done this, it is a little difficult to be- 
lieve the hoard is eager to eliminate the other 
divisions of authority which have brought waste 
and inefficiency into the school system, but 
which have) guaranteed patronage and perquis- 
ites for thé board’s proconsuls. 

Greater economy and less politics in the 
schools would be moving inducements to the 
voters to authorize the tax increase and the 
bond issues essential to bring the St. Louis edu- 
cational system up to date. 

The Ehrhardt committee may yet persuade 
the board to move in this direction. But it is 
not going to be easy to overcome the new com- 
mitment to its old ways of personal privilege at 
the community’s expense. 
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Anna Rosenberg vs. Gerald Smith 

After weeks of supposedly secret hearings 
from which driblets of wild charges leaked to 
the press, the Senate Armed Services Committee 
has cleared Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg of Commu- 
nist connections. It did so by re-approving 
unanimously her appointment as Assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense. 

Yet it is a question just how effectively she 
has been cleared. Not a shred of trustworthy 
evidence to substantiate the ugly complaint was 
introduced during the hearings. But the memory 
that a doubt once was raised about her will lin- 
ger longer than her vindication. 

This is a victory for Rabble-rouser Gerald L. 
K. Smith and others of his ilk. Acting Chair- 
man Senator Russell now has announced that a 
major source of the charges was Smith, the pro- 
fessional anti-Semite, anti-Negro, anti-democrat. 

There is precious litile credit for the Armed 
Services Committee in this disgraceful affair. 
By paying undue attention to such a source as 
Smith, its members have exposed Mrs. Rosen- 
berg to an unjust ordeal which a greater respect 
for reliable evidence might have spared her. 

The right of Congress to investigate should be 
inviolate in the United States. Just because of 
that fact, Congressmen need to exercise the 
greatest responsibility and restraint in what they 
investigate and how they do it. 
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Some Very Tough Guys 

Politics not only makes strange bedfellows, it 
also makes strange opponents at fisticuffs. 

We refer to that smashing exhibition of the 
manly art by—in this corner—‘Battling Joe” 
McCarthy, the senatorial sensation from Wiscon- 
sin, and, facing him, “Slugger Drew” Pearson, 
the columnist champ from Washington, D. C. 

Old timers will recall other bruising and 
bloody battles that have made ring history out- 
side the ring. There was the epic encounter 
between Author Ernest Hemingway and Critic 
Max Eastman. The critic questioned whether 
the author had hair on his chest, and the author, 
who has devoted an entire literary career to 
the proposition that he has, knocked the critic 
over a desk. 

The carnage was terrible in still another strug- 
gle of heroic proportions, between John L. 
Lewis, president of the United Mine Workers, 
and William Hutcheson, president of the Carpen- 
ters’ Union, at an AFL convention in Atlantic 
City. Both weighed 200 pounds or more, adding 
to the appalling nature of the spectacle.

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The Need for Press Censorship 
- There have been more serious blunders in the 
conduct of the Korean war than the failure to 
impose censorship of war correspondents’ dis- 
patches. But that fact does not lessen the 
gravity of the error. 

A case in point is the reporting of the Hung- 
nam evacuation. It is conceivable that the ene- 
my’s agents in the area were unable to get word 
through that the Tenth Corps was being evacu- 

‘ated. British and American reporters did the 
job for them, by broadcasting it to the world. 

Yet the correspondents cannot be blamed 
fairly. Newspaper reporting is one of the most 
extremely competitive businesses in the world. 
When there is a big story to be reported, it is 
almost inevitable that somebody is going to 
report it, intentionally or inadvertently.. 

Gen. MacArthur's idea of “voluntary censor- 
ship” just does not and cannot’ work. When 
there are lives to be saved, and there are in Ko- 
rea, press censorship at the source is essential.

the China coast, to write a fast peace - 


treaty with Japan 
and get the Japanese 
armed and into the 


war. 

Senator Malone of 
Nevada prophesied 
with no _ pleasure 
that “we will do ex- 
actly what Britain 
and France tell us to 
do,” and announced 
that Mr. Attlee’s vis- 
it was an emergency 
call on. Uncle Sam, 
the banker, to “pro- 
their  invest- 
ments in Hong Kong 
and Singapore and 
France’s Indochina.” 

Senator Taft, who was tripped by black 
news from Korea but is never staggered, 
is a different man. His communiques in 
any crisis come late and sound more 
thoughtful if only because he says them 
quietly. A sporting note of wistfulness 
adds the calm of statesmanship to ideas 
that may be just as brash as his ranch 
hands from the sagebrush states. 

The Senate Republican Policy Commit- 
fee had a meeting and when it was over 
Senator Taft said there was no question of 
whether the President was consulting the 
Republicans as much as he ought. He was 
not consulting them at all. The Republi- 
cans who had gone to the White House, 
Senator Taft thought, were simply “called 
to be brought up to date on the facts.” 

The Senator pointed to a pile of tele- 
grams and regretted that “the people don’t

seem to be advised.” He allowed that his 
mail showed a “pretty general” sentiment 
for Secretary Acheson’s dismissal. It is 
hard to see how “the people” too could 
“participate” aboard the Williamsburg. 
But “no participation of the people” is 
Senator Taft’s cry. 

These voices may seem hardly worth the 
space of reporting, and in times when the 
big international brass is meeting they are 
indeed treated by the serious press as ec- 
centric and outlandish. But the American 
outland is wide and noisy, and to several 
million adult Americans Washington is a 
circle with Senator Taft at the center of 
things. 

This note is just a reminder that an anti- 
British thunderstorm is blowing up if the 
United Nations forces have to leave Korea. 
Mr. Attlee was here when the decision 
possibly had to be made. It will be enough 
for the outlanders to mean that Mr. Attlee 
made it. 

In fact, Mr. Attlee came with no de- 
mands or dogma about the mess in Korea 
for the simple reason that Korea was not 
uppermost in the very rough agenda of the 
talks the British had sketched out. Now 
it is bound to be, though Mr. Attlee is 
likely by temperament and by the delicacy 
of his assignment to offer less advice than 
the Republicans. 

Yet however circumspect he may be, 
both the Administration and the Republi- 
cans have need of seeing him as the tradi- 
tional British fox. (In the American folk- 
lore, Britain is a lion only when she is a 
fighting ally in a declared pvar.) 

The Republicans need to’ see him so in 
order to appear as helpless as indeed their 
policies have made them. The Administra- 
tion, with many an apologetic cough and 
a bow, is bound to hint to the British that 
their presence is a useful coincidence that 
will help to get the Republicans off the 
neck of Mr. Truman and Mr. Acheson. 

Nothing is being done to cast Mr. Attlee 
in this invidious role. Nothing, that is, 
but circumstances, expediency, the nature 
of the American party conflict, and a 
wicked world.

The literature of world government is, 
by now, both formidable and to a con- 
siderable number of people, compelling. 
Mowrer states the basic thesis: 

“For, one way or another, today’s world 
is going to be organized and governed. 
The ways are strictly limited. Empire, 
church, balance of power, and federation— 
these ‘seem to have exhausted the ima- 

gination. of men on 

forms of universal 

organization.’ Empire 

we repudiate, partic- 

ularly Russia’s. If we 

had one of our own, 

we should get rid of 

it. Any sort of rul- 

ing church is totally 

inconceivable. A bal- 

ance between only 

two states or systems 

eventually leads to 

war. Between a pow- 

erful noncommunist 

federation and a 

Grenville Clerk powerful Communist 
bloc, neutrality will 

gradually become impossible. Only fed- 

eration promises world peace.” 

Mowrer, an experienced and able jour- 
nalist, and Clark, a successful New York 
corporation lawyer, are but two of the 
many thinking people who have been at- 
tracted by the logic and necessity of this 
thesis. Yet, to all appearances, the world 
is further today from the rule of law of 
which men ‘dream than it has been for 
several years. 

This unhappy state of affairs exists be- 
cause there seems to be no common 
ground, no general area of agreement, on 
which Russia and the West can base a 
structure of mutual government. As in 
sO Many arguments, the arguments for 
and against world government reduce 
themselves to a question of values. 

Clark, as one might expect of a lawyer, 
meets this situation by reliance on automa- 
tic legalisms. Fear of the “severity of mod- 
ern war” he hopes will lead to the accept- 
ance by Russia and the West of a common 
code, a minimum agreement ... “Thus 
reliance is placed not upon good faith in 
any degree but solely upon inescapable 
sanctions, so certain and powerful that 
neither Russia, the United States nor any 
other nation could successfully defy them.” 
These sanctions would, under Clark’s plan, 
be inherent in total disarmament, strict 
inspection, and a United Nations police 
force, all operating under a _ greatly 
strengthened U.N. 

Mowrer meets the same situation in 
another way. He believes a new and uni- 
versal set of values is in the process of 
being created by our mutual “technological 
civilization.” He does not, however, de- 
velop this idea. Rather, he stresses the 
limited scope of the pro d world fed- 
eration—so limited it would not need a 
large area of agreement between Russia 
and the West. 

Both books are, of course, exercises in 
speculation based on the uncomfortable 
facts of world affairs. 

All lead to the central point in the 
thinking of most serious men who address 
themselves to the problems of their times: 
That the modern nation-state is obsolete; 
that sooner or later we must meet the dan- 
gerous and difficult problem of national 
sovereignty. We have carried evasion about 
as far as you ean go.

It gets close, too, to the deep 
fear and distrust of MacArthur's 
political motives which colors 
much of the thinking at U.N, 
headquarters at Lake Success. 
This distrust is a reality no mat- 
ter what M<-:Arthur’s passionate 
admirers may think of it. 

If by remote chance the Chi- 
nese Communists should stop at 
the thirty-eighth parallel, then 
new negotiations would probably 
take place under some sort of 
temporary cease-fire. At this 
point, the concern at Lake Sue- 
cess is gravest over MacArthur's 
continuing role as virtually au- 
tonomous commander in the field. 


Rank and Assignment. 


As a ‘ive-star general, MacAr- 
thur remains on the active list 
unless he chooses to retire and he 
must have an assignment com- 
mensurate with his rank. 

Throughout the Korean cam-

into Korea by United Nations 
forces. 

They are four feet long, packed 
individually in wooden boxes and 
carry identification marks and a 
1950 date of manufacture in En- 
glish. 

United States artillery men said 


yesterday the rockets apparently 
were manufactured in the United 
'States last June but were not 
brought to Korea by the Amer- 
‘jeans. The Chinese thus could not 
have captured the rockets he~-, 
the officers said.

'“hundreds” of the rockets aban- ae 
'doned by the enemy north n= 
Pyongyang last month. 

The rockets, four feet long and 
of three-inch caliber, bore no 
maker’s name or symbol, but

only source of the kiddies’ information, they 
might grow up thinking no actions in the 
mighty conflict were ever fought east of the 
Mississippi. The latest in the series is “TWO 
FLAGS WEST,” at the FOX. 

The film has at least a new central 
idea. The Twentieth-Century Fox people 
tney have dug up on obscure proclamation by President 
Lincoln offering amnesty to all Confederate prisoners who 
would swear allegiance. This has been expanded in the film 
to have prisoners from a Confederate cavalry troop and their 
colonel (Joseph Cotten) join the Yankee army to fight In- 
dians in New Mexico, with the understanding (taking off the 
curse of desertion) that they wouldn't have to fight South- 
erners. The cavalry post to wh'ch they report is staffed with 
cripples from the Northern Army, with a bitter one-legged 
colonel (Jeff Chandler) heading the raffish outfit. Friction 
between the two elements, beginning with taunts and working 
up to double-crosses, is early and frequent. 

This could be absorbing, but it is unfortunately worked 
out in the swords and roses heroic style in which so many 
other Civil War tales have bogged down. A beautiful widow 
(Linda Darnell) is loved by both the Colonel, her brother- 
in-law, and a gallant Northern captain (Cornel Wilde), com- 
plicating military matters. The Confederate colonel, reduced 
to a Federal lieutenant, undertakes a mass desertion by his 
men, but when an Indian horde attacks the post, the old 
call of duty is too strong, and the troopers ride back pell- 
mell to assist their old enemies. The Indians break into the 
fort and have the remnants of the garrison backed into a 
corner for a final scalping party when the sun sets, and, 
having read somewhere the legend that no Indian fights after 
sundown because his soul wouldn't go to the Happy Hunt- 
ing Ground, the redskins scamper off to wait until morning. 
Captain Wilde has died in Linda’s arms, breathing his love 
to the last. Not to be outdone in heroic gestures, Colonel 
Chandler walks out the fort gate as a human sacrifice to 
buy off the Indians from massacring the rest of the survivors. 
Then news comes by dusty courier that the South is about 
to fall. The Northerners sing the Battle Hymn of the Re- 
public, and the Southerners “Dixie,” and it looks like the 
old enemies, in the persons of Linda and Colonel Cotten, will 
get together soon, so that’s all the corn on the menu. a

The second feature is “WHERE DANGER LIVES,” which 
makes the first screen appearance here of Howard Hughes’s 
new star, Faith Domergue, highly touted for some time with 
publicity blasts. She plays a psychotic wife who causes a 
young doctor (Robert Mitchum) to fall in love with her by 
telling him her husband (Claude Rains) is really her father; 
then, whén the husband has belabored Mr. Mitchum with a 
poker and Mr. Mitchum has knocked him down, Faith fin- 
ishes the job by suffocating hubby with a pillow while Rob- 
ert is in the bathroom washing his wounds. There follows a 
chase to the Mexican border, which finally ends when the 
erring little girl shoots Mr. Mitchum and is in turn killed by 
the police. As she wears throughout a look more vacuous than 
sultry to represent a combination of schizophfenia and sex, and 
Mr. Mitchum is supposed to be suffering from a head con- 
cussion and slow paralysis, their combined efforts are a 
sort of dreamy, weird waltz in melodramatics which borders 
almost on a burlesque. 


Advertising via Slapstick 


Following a recent film comedy pattern which has mixed 
slapstick comedy and commercial product advertising in equal 
parts, Lucille Ball and Eddie Albert appear in “THE FULLER 
BRUSH GIRL,” at LOEW’S STATE. The results might be 

= mildly described as unfortunate. It closely 
= follows the format pf Red Skelton’s “Fuller 
a Brush Man,” consisting of a mix-up with 
crooks, murders and a final wild chase, this 
time from a burlesque house to and through 
a cargo ship. But all the goo that gag men 
can cook up—and this includes powder, face

This 
is filled with sea-battles, purple heroics, sword-play, chases, 
Indian fights and a final battle when United States soldiers 
demalish Lafitte’s Galveston island base—but it is all so stagy 
and tritely done that it isn’t even good swashbuckling. We 
are optimistically accepting the title as a promise as far as 
further film epics of this type are concerned.

essential to know what a tie is 
intended to do. 

A tie is intended to form a neat 
knct at the front of the collar 
and fall down to the neighbor- 
hood of the belt. Not every tie 
will do this and some ties will 
not do any substantial part of it. 

A very handsome  blue-and- 
white polka-dotted foulard that I 
possess at the moment, for in- 
stance, Icoked wonderful on the 
tie rack, but is a sad object if the 
mistake is made of wearing it. It 
is simply too much -tie. It hangs 
down well past the belt any way 
if can be tied, almost completely 
obscuring the shirt front. The 
effect is to make the wearer ap- 
fear all chest, with short, stubby 
legs; not the most pleasant object. 

A very good idea for the ama- 
teur—or in fact any—tie buyer 
would be to measure the tie. I 
have had ties that ran anywhere 
from 47 to 53 inches long but 
my favorite length is 50. With a 
shorter tie it is impossible to 
locate the knot at the right place. 
There isn’t length enough for a 
right place, that’s all. If the short 
tie is knotted at the point where 
it is narrow enough to make a 
small knot, it has to be tied al- 
most at the very end of the 
underneath part. There is no 
length that hangs underneath 
then. All there is underneath is 
a little tag end that pokes out of 
the knot and stops right away. 
If you don’t think a tie looks 
funny like that, try it sometime. 
It feels funny, too.

unduly short tie as a tie should 
be tied—which is, with the top 
and bottom lengths approximately 
equal. The knot comes at a place 
where the tie is so wide that fully 
a third of it is involved in the 
loop. It is too big to fit into a 
collar, and the tie hangs down 
only three or four inches, looking 
like a small child’s size on a 
large man. 


The material of the tie is im- 
portant as well. A loose home- 
spun wool may make a knot that 
is uncomfortably large and never 
slips but quietly comes apart 
while still in place. There is no 
way to tie a tie like this in a 
tight knot. The same is true of 
ties of extra thick material, espe- 
cially if they are lined. —

T the other extremes are ties 
Ae very thin fabrics, which tie 
into inextricable hard knots, 
suitable for reefing sails, no mat- 
ter how much restraint is em- 


ployed in knotting them. When 
you want to take off a tie of this 
type, you find that the knot won't 
come undone in response to any 
of the usual approaches. Neither 
will it slip down and allow you 
to take the tie off over your head. 
The only possible course is to 
work your fingernails under the 
cloth at the right place, wherever 
that turns out to be, and worry 
the knot loose by small stages. 
Some materials always show 
where you have knotted the tie 
before, but you can never get the 
knot to go in exactly the same 
place again. The material has 
become crushed, and you try to 
arrange the knot so that the 
crushed part is hidden inside it. 
To the contrary, the crushed part 
is always the first—and therefore 
most highly visible—part of the 
tie that drops down out of the 
knot. It prevents the tie from 
falling in a clean straight line as 
it should, and makes it pooch out 
in the middle and pinch in on 


both sides, giving an unkempt 
effect. A tie that starts behaving 
in this way might as well be 
thrown out at once. No matter 
how much ingenuity and patience 
are used on it, it will be found 
pooching and pinching right up 
to the last day it is worn. 

Bow-ties — except the already 
tied variety, of which the least 
said is always the better—are 
every bit as difficult to buy 
properly as four-in-hands. The 
number of men with bows that 
are too long for them, or too 
short, or of unequal wing length, 
or tied with lumps instead of 
knots, or coming undone,.or drop- 
ping at one end—that number of 
men is large enough already, 
without adding to it at this glad 
holiday season. 
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OMEN are not, I think, fully 
W aware of the difficulties that 

stand in the way of a non-tie 
wearer embarked on the business 
of buying a tie for the someone 
who wears them, if and when 
‘wearable. But they sense it. I 
think they sense it. 

At this season every year you 
will see large numbers of women 
standing at tie counters all over 
the country, waiting for a clerk 
to wait on them, and every last 
one of them goes through identi- 
cally the same procedure. 


She has sailed up to the tie 
counter full of purpose and vim. 
Not having been able to think of 
anything else to give the man she 
has in mind at the moment, she 
is certain that any fool .can pick 
out a tie. She takes down a tie 
briskly, looks: at it, feels it, puts 
it back, and repeats this perform- 
ance with another tie. 

At each repetition she shows 
less zest, less determination, less 
hope—in fact, if the clerk keeps 
her waiting very long, she shows 
less awareness of where she is 
and what she is doing. She picks 
ties up listlessly, one after an- 
other or several at a time, and 
lets them slip through her fin- 
gers, like a small child at the 
seashore sifting sand. There is 
a glazed look in her eyes. 


This, I. believe, is where she is 
sensing the difficulties. How well 
she is guided by this sense you 
may judge by looking ‘round you 
after Christmas and observing 
how many men are wearing ties 
that look odd on them, and ex-

Damp Closets. 


,LOSETS ‘are something sort of 

new and like most new things 

they have their own special 
problems. One of these is damp- 
ness which occurs in winter and 
Needless to say 
a damp closet does not do your 
clothes very much good. 

Assuming that the roof doesn’t 
leak the chances are that this 
dampness is due to condensation 
and to poor ventilation. As a start 
you might try lining the inside 
walls of the closet and the ceiling 
with sheets of insulation board. 
Just worry about the surfaces that 
are on the exterior walls of the 
house—interior walls are usually 
pretty warm. The sheets of insu- 
lation board can be nailed right 
over the plaster and the nails 
should be driven into the stud- 
ding in back of the plaster. 

If you don’t care for this rem- 
edy, try leaving the closet door 
open and using an electric fan, if 
necessary, to force the air through 
the closet and then out. Another 
solution is to place bags or con- 
tainers of calcium chloride in the 
closet. This chemical will absorb 
the moisture right out of the air. 
If you use this remedy, keép the 
closet door tightly closed as much 
as possible. :

| Christmas Cookie Recipes 


By Edith M. Barber 


HRISTMAS cookies! Christ- 
mas wouldn’t be Christmas 
without them. Each year, I 
decide that I just won't have 
time to make them. And then, I 
find myself ordering extra mate- 
rials and spending my spare time 
mixing and baking them. One of 
the reasons for this is that my 


male friends are almost certain ~ 


to suggest that they expect to 
have a box of cookies as a holiday 
gift. 


One of the good reasons for 
making cookies is to settle that 
gift, question. It is much more 
difficult, as you know, to find 
small gifts than it is to find large 
ones. And everybody, male or fe- 
male, likes home-made cookies, 


I am usually content with three 
or four different types of cookies. 
I always include butterscotch nut 
wafers which can be dropped and 
sand tarts that must be rolled, cut 
and decorated. I like the drop 
cookies to which broken sweet 
chocolate or small round choco- 
lates have been added. A par- 
ticularly good cookie of this type 
G@emands broken chocolate rum 
wafers or chocolate mint wafers, 
both of which give an interesting 
and unusual flavor with the honey 
which is used in the batter. This 
new recipe is printed today and 
also, by request, the recipes for 
the butterscotch wafers and the 
sand tarts. 


By the way, you can mix up 
your batter or dough and keep it 
in the refrigerator ready to use 
whenever you find time for bak- 
ing. Be sure to take the sand 
tart mixture out of the refrigera- 
tor some time before you begin to 
roll, since if it is too cold it will 
be too crumbly to roll easily. 
When the other batters seem to 
be stiff, pieces can be broken off 
and flattened after they are on a 
baking sheet with a spatula. When 
the batter is freshly made, it 
should be dropped from a table- 
spoon, 


The baked cookies should be 
cooled and stored between pieces 


of waxed paper until you are 
ready to pack baskets or boxes 
for gifts. The remainder can re- 
main in a tin box until you are 
ready to offer ‘them at holiday 
time to the friends who drop in 
to wish you a Merry Christmas. 


Holiday Drop Cookies. 


One cup plus two fablespoons 
sifted all-purpose flour (one and 
one-eighth cups); one teaspoon 
baking powder; one-half teaspoon 
salt; one-half cup butter or part 
shortening and part butter; one- 
half cup honey; one-half teaspoon 
vanilla; one egg; one-half cup 
chopped nuts; one cup solid 
chocolate rum  wafers,/ cut in 
small pieces, or solid chocolate 
mint wafers, cut in small pieces 
(about 25 wafers). 


Mix and sift flour, baking 
powder and salt. Cream short- 
ening, honey and vanilla to- 
gether. Add unbeaten egg and 
mix well. Stir in flour mixture 
and add nuts and broken choco- 
late wafers. Drop by _ small 
spoonfuls on _ greased baking 
sheet two inches apart. Bake in 
moderate oven (3/75 degrees) 12 
to 15 minutes. Cool on wire: 
rack and store. Yield: About 
four dozen cookies. 


Sand Tarts. 


One and one-fourth cups sifted 
flour; two teaspoous baking pow- 
der; one-half cup ; utter; one cup 
sugar; one egg, well beaten; one 
egg white, unbeaten; four table- 
spoons sugar; one teaspoon cin- 
namon; blanched almonds. 

Mix and sift flour and baking 
powder. Cream butter, add sugar 
slowly, and crear until fluffy. 
Stir in well-beaten egg. Add 
sifted dry ingredients, blend well, 
and chill. Roll one-eighth inch 
thick on lightly floured board. 
Cut in desired fancy shapes. 
Brush tops with unbeaten egg 
white and sprinkle with sugar 
mixed with cinnamon. Split the 
almonds and arrange three halves 
on each tart at equal distances. 
Bake on ungreased sheet in

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moderately hot oven (425. de- 
grees) eight minutes. Yield: 10 
to 12 dozen small tarts. 


Butterscotch Wafers. 


One and one-fourth cups sifted 
flour; one and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder; one-half teaspoon 
salt; one-half cup shortening; 
two cups brown sugar, firmly 
packed; two eggs, well beaten; 
one and one-half cups chopped 
nut meats. 


Mix and sift flour, baking pow- 
der, and salt.

Re- 
move from heat and stir in well- 
beaten eggs. Stir in sifted dry

HEN there is a battle for a 

big discard pile, and you lose 

the battle—that is, an op- 
ponent gets the pack—it almost 
always means that you should 
try to go out fast. 


Here is a hand we were talking 
about before. You hold: 


There were well over twenty 
cards in the discard pile. You 
tried for it and lost; your oppo- 
nents are down and have several 
melds started. You are far behind, 
and the strategy of your side from 
this point on will be to go out 
when you can. 


What should you do about it? 
Should you hold on for a round 
or two and try to get a small pack 
which may put you back in the 
game; or should you meld imme- 
diately? 


To. try for the paek will be 
fighting with the odds against 
you. Your opponents have more 


cards, and unless you are lucky 
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they will take it before you can. 


In this case, you should meld 
at once—principally because you 
are able to. Your partner may 
have numerous matching cards, 
and they may match your cards, 
but he may lack the point re- 
quirements for melding 120 
points. How do you make the 
meld? You could put down three 
eights, and use the joker and one 
deuce with the kings. Or you 
could ‘split the wild cards, using 
one in each meld. And that is 
the best way. You shouldn't try 
to keep the eights clean; you are 
concerned with a quick canasta, 
not a natural. Your eights are 
nearer to a base than your kings. 
Meanwhile, you keep one wild 
card so you can add it to what- 
ever base your partner is able 
to make.

West led the diamond ace; East 
thought for a moment and played 
the three (thus ‘showing that he 
did not have a singleton). West 
then cashed the heart ace and 
continued with the heart jack. 
Declarer ruffed and led the spade 
queen, capturing West’s lone king. 
He cashed the trump jack and 
diamond queen, returned to dum- 
my with a trump, discarded a 
club on the diamond king, and 
ended up by conceding two club 
tricks. 

Now observe the effect of a 
slight change in this line of play. 
After capturing West’s trump 
king, suppose declarer ruffs dum-
